The new federal drug act which goes into effect Monday is in 


many respects a radical act 
It really amounts lo a prohibition of 


the use of deleterious drugs in this country and the law is explicit 
in its instructions to those to \\hom it entrusts their distribution. 


This law, says The Dayton News, provides that every dentist, 


phjsician, vetcrmirian, and druggist must register with the collector 
of internal revenue in which he is located. Tie must account for all 
of the poison or poisonous drugs dispensed, and for every ounce of 
so-called "dope" that is handled. 


A druggist, for instance, purchases a pound of opium. The col- 


lector of. internal revenue i» notified

a detailed list of Ihe persons to whom the drug win sold
